On Swim Pool 


Bucks County commissioners, 
seeking to pare down the *400,000 
cost of the swimming pool com­ 
plex for Mill Creek Valley Park 
to the $250,000 they thought was 
the price, yesterday were urged 
by county park board officials to 
eliminate the proposed training 
pool and diving tank. 
This would leave the large Olym- 
pic-size main pool, a wading pool, 
a bath house, filter house and 
pool deck. 


The commissioners, who last 
week rejected bids of over $400.- 
000, have asked Designer John W. 
Thornton, of Blue Bell, to modify 
the bath house plans to lower the 
price. 


Robert W. Pierson, executive di­ 
rector of the county park board, 
urged them to use the present 
plans but defer the training and 
diving units. 


Maintenance Trouble 
“If you don’t design what you 
have for good quality,” Pierson 
said, “you are going to have 
trouble with maintenance.” 


Commissioner John J. Bodley 
said the project “got out of hand” 
when a “fancy building for chang­ 
ing clothes” was designed. 
“We want a utilitarian building 
and not a monument to the coun­ 
ty commissioners,” Bodley said. 
“I don't say we are right but 
that’s our opinion.” 


Architect Frank Schlesinger, de­ 
signer of the bath house build­ 
ing, who was also at the meet­ 
ing, objected to “implications that 
there is a lot (rf fancy architec­ 
ture.”

Dr. W. Wilson McNeary. chair­ 
man of the park board, declared 
his board “will not take the re­ 
sponsibility for the pool when it s 
done.”

Cheering Japanese Students Give 
Bob Kennedy Rousing Reception 


TOKYO 
tUPI)—Thousands of 
cheering Japanese students gave 
Atty. Gen. Robert F. Kennedy a 
rousing reception at Waseda Uni­ 
versity today but Communist stu­ 
dents heckled his speech and ap­ 
parently sabotaged his public ad­ 
dress system. 
One of the hecklers, 21-year-old 
Yuzo Tachiya, practically took 
over die meeting before he was 
hustled struggling from the stage 
by 
school 
official#. 
Someone 
slapped him on the side of the 
head when he was forced behind 
the curtains. 
Nearly 10,000 students were on 
hand when the 36-year-old attor­ 
ney general and his wife, Ethel, 
arrived on die Waseda campus 
A roar of “Welcome, Mr. Kenne­ 
dy” went up and the couple proc 
tically had to fight their way 
through the enthusiastic students 
pushing in close to try for 
handshake.

Caused Power Loss 
The crew's “lack of command 
coordination and derision, lack of 
judgment and lack of knowledge of 
the equipment resulting in loss of 
power in three engines” resulted 
in an emergency that it could not 
handle, the CAB declared. 
The accident occurred after two 
engines on the comparatively an­ 
cient Constellation failed due to 
“fuel mismanagement," the board 
determined. When the plane at­ 
tempted an emergency landing at 
Richmond, the CAB report con­ 
tinued. the landing gear failed to 
extend—again because of “crew 
mismanagement” of the hydraulic 
system. 


Both these errors, the CAB said, 
then were compounded by Green­ 
lee—who was supposed to be act­ 
ing only as co-pilot—suddenly tak. 
ing over command and “without 
warning” trying to lam! on a dif 
ferent 
runway 
than originally 
planned. 
Misjudged Flight path 


With the gear still retracted, the 
CAB'S report added, the crew at 
templed a “poorly executed” go- 
around which resulted in the over 
boosting of a third engine. After 
this engine failed, the CAB said, it 
was impossible to maintain flight 
and the pilots then committed 
their final mistake — misjudging

Proposes 
5-Year 
Program 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
President Kennedy s e n t 
Congress today an “im­ 
perative” request for a 
$5.7 billion, five-year edu­ 
cation program including 
federal funds for public 
schools and teacher sal­ 
aries. 


The President, in a 4,000-word 
special message, drove head-on 
into powerful congressional oppo­ 
sition by renewing recommenda­ 
tions he made last year which 
were shelved by the lawmakers. 
Early warnings that general aid 
for public schools and teachers is 
dead in the House for this session 
of Congress did not deter Ken­ 
nedy. 


“We cannot afford to lose an­ 
other year in mounting a national 
effort to eliminate the shortage of 
classrooms, to make teachers’ sal­ 
aries competitive, and to lift the 
quality of instruction,” the Presi­ 
dent said. 
Asks Same BUI 
He urgently asked for the same 
bill passed by the Senate last 
year but killed in the House Rules 
Committee: “legislation providing 
federal aid for public elementary 
and secondary classroom con­ 
struction and teachers' salaries.” 


Chemical T ru ck 
Blast Injures 27 


BROMWICH, England (UPD-A 
truck loaded with liquid chemicals 
blew up in a residential district 
today, shattering nearby homes 
and injuring the persons inside. 
Police said 27 persons were hos­ 
pitalized and at least two of them 
were in serious condition. Between 
30 and 35 homes were damaged, 
police said, and the explosion 
broke windows in homes two miles 
away.

$93,321 Appropriation 
Middletown Will Get 
Big School Bill Cut 


Middletown Township will be in 
•the forefront of school districts 
receiving large state appropria­ 
tions under a Republican-sponsor­ 
ed proposal slated to clear the 
State House today and go to the 
Senate. 


Middletown’s school district is 
earmarked for a $93,321 appro­ 
priation, ranking second only to 
Clairton 
City 
School 
District, 
which will get $103,451 under the 
amendment. 


Next Year’s Costs 


David S. Keim, secretary of the 
Middletown Township S c h o o l 
Board, said today the appropria­ 
tions, if passed, would probably 
be applied to next year’s opera­ 
tional costs. 
He said the chances of the pro­ 
posal passing the Senate w e r e 
good, but 
said 
he 
understood 
Democrats were requesting Gov 
ernor Lawrence to veto the bill, 
throwing it back into the assem 
bly. 
The bill would die if it fails to 
pass the Senate, he said.

PLC Airs 
Phone Rates, 
Earnings 


HARRISBURG 
(UPI) - The 
Bell Telephone Co. told the Pub­ 
lic Utility Commission today that 
it cannot order the utility to re­ 
duce its rates even though it 
finds Bell’s earnings are the very 
maximum allowed under commis­ 
sion regulations. 
The full five-member commis­ 
sion heard representatives of Bell 
argue that its current earnings 
are “5.6 per cent, at most” of a 
rate base which Bell estimates 
at “no lower than $1 billion.” 
Irving R. Segal, counsel for the 
firm, said the sprawling utility’s 
annual net earnings are about 
$56,225,000—an amount which it 
maintained 
included $6 million 
from directory advertising. Segal 
said this would mean the utility 
is earning no more than 5.6 per 
cent 
on 
its 
holdings 
invest­ 
ments. Segal said the maximum 
rate of 
return 
permitted 
Bell 
when the company last increased 
rates in 1956 was 5.9 per cent. 
Long Investigation 
The PUC is hearing final argu 
ment in the case, which now has 
been in progress more than 
year. The commission ordered the 
investigation to determine wheth­ 
er the utility’s rates are exces 
sive. A series of 41 hearings were 
held in the long drawn out case. 
Segal 
emphasized 
that 
Bell 
rates have not increased over the 
last five years. 
“How many things in modem 
life have not increased in cost in 
the last five years?” Segal asked. 
“If this case involved an increase 
in rates, that would be some­ 
thing the public expects. Bell’s 
rates have not gone up in five 
years.” 
Segal said that if the commis­ 
sion finds that the utility’s rate 
of return is no higher than 5.9 
per cent, and still orders the 
utility to cut its charges to sub­ 
scribers, “that would be a rever­ 
sible error.” 
CiUe» “ Intervener*” 
The cities of Pittsburgh and 
Scranton Mitered the case as "in­ 
terveners” after the PUC ordered 
the investigation. Both cities are 
supporting the proposal that Bell 
rates are too high and reductions 
should be ordered. Pittsburgh is 
represented at today’s argument 
by Assistant City Solicitor Albert 
D. Brandon and Scranton by Spe­ 
cial Counsel Morey M. Myers. 
Pittsburgh’s brief argued that 
profits from directory advertising 
must be included in Bell’s over­ 
all earnings when computing the 
utility’s rate of return on its in 
vestments. 
Bell declined to cut rates vol­ 
untarily when the PUC hinted 
that its earnings might be higher 
than allowed under law. The com­ 
mission then ordered the invest! 
gation.

Virus Past 
Peak, Schools 
Report Shows 


Lower Bucks County youngsters 
seem to be freeing themselves 
from the grips of the influenza vir­ 
us today as most area schools re­ 
ported passing a peak of absen­ 
teeism probably caused by flu. 
According to Dr. William J. 
Meyer, Bucks County health de­ 
partment director, last week there 
was an increase in respiratory 
diseases here. Influenza is a res­ 
piratory disease caused by a com­ 
bination of four or five virus 
strains, the doctor explained. 
High Level 
Dr. Meyer said the respiratory 
disease increase began four to six 
weeks ago and is still at a very 
high level, although it seems to 
be approaching its peak. He said 
there is a good deal of absentee­ 
ism reported throughout the area, 
but pointed out that the absences 
are not as high as in other areas. 
The particular virus that causes 
influenza, Dr. Myer said, i* the 
"B” strain. Another form, the “A” 
strain causes what has been term­ 
ed “Asian Flu." There have been 
no reports of “Asian Flu,” here, 
Dr Meyer indicated. 
Here are the conditions reported 
by local school districts as to flu 
absences: 
William Tennent High School, 
normal; Centennial Joint School 
District, passed the peak, although 
absences were bad during the 
past two weeks; Bristol Borough 
schools, a bit above normal, no 
cause for alarm: Bristol Town- 
ship-Delhaas 
Joint 
School, dis­ 
trict, sharp drops in absentee 
rates due to illness. 
Above Normal 
The picture was not as bright in 
the 
Neshaminy, 
Pennsbury 
or 
Morrisville school districts, how­ 
ever. 
Neshaminy 
reported 
absences 
among the administrative and tea­ 
ching staffs to be the most serious 
since the Asian Flu epidemic of 
several years ago. 
Student absentee rates were re­ 
ported above normal in Nesham­ 
iny, although some slacking off 
was reported. 
About 
1.218 
students 
out 
of 
Pennsbury^ student population of 
9,502 were reported absent yester­ 
day for various reasons including 
virus and measles. The district 
will conduct surveys throe times a 
week during the next two weeks to 
determine a pattern of absentee­ 
ism. a spokesman said. 
Absences in Morrisville were 
running IO per cent above normal, 
with the highest number of stud­ 
ents out last week. The situation 
seems to be returning to normal 
this 
week, 
according 
to 
Dr. 
Paul Phillips, superintendent of 
schools.
